How Uncle Sam Swells His Enor 
mous Income Taking Care 
of Small Things. 

Conscience Money, Bequests and 
Post-office Keys all Help to 
Swell the Pile.

revenue which rarely, if ever, attracts the 
attention of his more or lean dutiful 
nephews anil nieces. A careful record 
is kept of them, however, hy the excel- 
lent corps of accountants in the office) of 
the Treasury, and eventually the items 
small and large, appe*r duly ret forth in 
the voluminous annual report on the fl- 
nanees of the government issued by the 
Secretary of the Treasury. 

Few persons would feel inclined to 
look to a government report of some fif- 
teen hundred pages for interesting read- 
ing. The mere suggestion of it conjures 

Properly considered, however, the eon- 
tents of the huge volume are anything 
but prosaic. The work devoted to it is 
vast, and from it one can trace the re- 
sults of every financial operation of the 
government during the fiscal year. One 
end of the thread of every transaction 
leads to the Treasury Department, no 
matter where the other originates: and 
these other ends may be found at the 
uttermost ends of the earth, in the draw- 
ing of drafts by navy paymasters to pay 
for fresli water in Friendly Islands, in 
the payment of the stipend to the scrub 
woman, who cleans the floor of New 
York Custom House. 

KROM MISCKLI.ANKOUS SOURCES. 

Probably as interesting a feature, how- 
ever, as any in the report is the record of 
government receipts from miscellaneous 
sources. These are of great variety and 
run all the way from bequests of pa- 
triotic citizens who leave money to be 
devoted to the payment of the national 
debt to the payment of private soldiers 
on account of hand Itooks lost or stolen. 

The total receipts from miscellaneous 
sources, according to the recently issued 
report of the Secretary of the Treasury 
(or 1393, were (3,tl5i,S28 82. Three Urge 
items aloue appear. These are fee's on 
letters patent, $l,:»d,5Ki 55 ; Us on cir- 
culation of national banks, $1,302,1123 63, 
and the sale of the old Custom House 
site at Pittsburg, Pa., $433,500; making 
a total of $3,121,447 18, and leavings 
balance of $5UU,881 04, which is account- 
ed for by forty-five separate and distinct 
entries It is among these minor items 
that the interest in the miscellaneous 
sources of the revenue lies. 

The conscience fund, for example, is a 
source which always attracts attention. 
During the fiscal year of 1803 the govern- 
ment received from persons feeling the 
prick of oonecleoce 11,708 76. The an 
nual receipts from this source are nevei 
very large, which fact affords a sad com 
mentary upon the honesty of people, for 
the government is swindled right and 
left by traveller returning from abroad.
